The power to arrest contraband 
Chinese, fear of which alone restrains 
hordes of coolies from pouring into 
Southern California, may shortly be 
taken from the officers of the local 
immigration service if Judge Well- 
born rules as the strict interpretation 
dot an amazing defect in the existing 
Federal statute appears to make ob- 
ligatory upon him to do. 

A loophole which literally ties tho 
hands of the inspectors was un- 
covered yesterday with the discovery 
that the law, while providing for 
such officers, does not confer upon 
them the plenary powers supposed to 
be implied by the Chinese Exclusion 
Act. From time immemorial inspec- 
tors have been making such arrests 
without court warrants. It now ap- 
Pears that they had no right to do 
so. The Secretary of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor is given the 
right to appoint certain subordinate 
Officers to enforce the law, but the 
law itself is silent on the question 
what their duties shall be. 

The issue, never before been 
raised in Californie, so far as known, 
arose in the argument of the ‘de- 
murrer to the indictment in the case 
of Wong Suy and five other Chinese, 
charged with attempting to bribe In- 
spector Miller. 

The point was raised by the de- 
fense that the inspectors had no right 
to make an arrest under the exclusion 
act except on a warrant based on 
a complaint, which was denied by the 
court. Judge Wellborn himself raised 
the point whether the law s 
sets out the official. duties of such in- 
spectors, It was admitted by all con- 
cerned that the law says nothing on 
the point. . 

In case Judge Wellborn should sus- 
tain the demurrer to the indictment 
on the strict interpretation of the 
law. there will be an end to activities 
in the immigration department in Los 
Angeles until some sort of curative 
legislation is furnished by the Con-

SAYS THE AVERAGE PRISON is A ru. 
BERCULAR DEATH-TRAP. 


Julian Leavitt, writing an amazing prison 
article in the April American Magazine, 
makes the following statement: 

“The average prison is no less than a tu- 
bercular death-trap. It has been estimated 
officially by Dr. J. B. Ransom of Clinton 
Prison, New York—generally regarded as 
the leading authority on prison hygiene in 
the United States—that from 40 to 60 per 
cent. of all the deaths in prison are due to 
tuberculosis. And autopsies, he adds, show 
that nearly all the prisoners haye in some 
degreen been infected! 

' “The causes of this are only too plain. 
The average prisoner starts in life with a 
bad heredity. He spends his youth in a bad 
environment. This combination predisposes 
him to disease even when in freedom. In 


‘ fact, there is a well-grounded suspicion in 


the minds of many observers that most men 
are driven to crime by weak bodies r 
than weak souls; that the breakdown of 
moral dikes can be traced, ultimately, to 
some weak stone in the physical founde- 
tion. But this remains’ merely a suspicion. 
Nobody knows. There are no medical ex- 
aminers attached to our courts to determine 
whether the men on trial belong in a hospi- 
tal or in a prison. They are packed away 
indiscriminately. 

“In prison everything conspires to break 
down what little power of resistance the 
prisoner has. He is dressed in unwashed, 
germ-laden stripes that may have been but 


recently removed from the dead body of 


some inmate in the tubercular ward. He 
works at binder-twine making, at shirt and 
overall making, or stone cutting, hosiery 
knitting or some other notoriously tubercu- 


warden, who is only too often a graduate 
of — . graft, finds it convenient to 
supply out an appropriation originally 
inadequate.”

SHERIFY SEEKS CRIME’S CAUSE, 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 27.— 
With the arrest of an Italian woman 
at Los Angeles the officers believe

The Italian threw away his revolver 
and continued his flight, using an- 
otaer revolver on other persons half 
a mile away from the place, where he 
tumbled over the In 
searching for evidence Sheriff Ralphs 
and Under Sheriff’ Ward found a 
biood-smeared.  pocketknife, blade 
away in the brush. 

It is feared, that closer investigation 
will bring to light other victimes of th 
wild Italian, possibly fatalities hand 
eeeurred. With a view of discevering 
any bodies whicn might be concealed 
in the brush, a careful search of the 
Crestmore plains is being made, 

Several illegal liquor resorts have 
been raided since the shooting in the 
Crestmore region. These, it is stated, 
are not only patronized by Crestmore 
laborers but Riverside citizens, the 
liquor places being along the River- 
side county line.

That he had accepted the proposi- 
tion the witness admitted, and a few 


days later Lynch appeared at the San 


Diego dock, and after taking on a

Two sailors, one of whom has dis- 
appeared, manned the boat with Ce- 
rise. When the Morning Star 
reached Ensenada, Lynch went ashore, 
but before he did so, twenty-one Chi- 
nese laborers were put aboard. Under 
the arrangement, the expense of the 
trip was to be taken out of the money 
received from Tarrying the, Chinese to 
Oakland, at the rate of $250 each, and 
the profits were to be divided. It was 
also agreed that Lynch should go by 
train from Ensenada to Oakland. 
where he was to meet the boat. 

The trip was made safely, and the 
Morning Star anchored in the road- 
stead of Half Moon Bay before sailing 
into Oakland. There the CHMnese were 
surrounded by F officers and 
‘captured and the witness and one of 
his sailors taken into custody.
